The rate among Negroes in the five to 17 age 
group fell from 37.1 per thousand in 1954 to 21.2 per 
thousand in 1958. Among white youths, the rate dropped 
one-tenth of a point from 15.3 to 15.2 per thousand.

Mississippi Faces Loss Of Seat In Congress 

Thirteen. states, including Mississippi, face the loss of 
House seats and presidential electoral votes because of 
population shifts and the granting of Statehood to Alaska 
and Hawaii. The reshuffle of House seats will take effect 
in the 1962 elections and the first presidential election 
affected will be in 1964. Nineteen seats will be taken from 
13 states. Mississippi will lose one, New York and Penn- 
sylvania, hardest hit, will lose three seats each.

Owner Denies Selling Gotham Hotel, But Wants Out 

Denying reports he had sold Detroit’s Gotham Hotel to 
a redevelopment group which plans to include the site in 
a gigantic “hospital corridor,” owner John White ex- 
ploded: “Hell no. If I had, I’d have a big brass band out 
front playing Hallelujah.

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WHY CUBAN REBELS JAILED SON OF WEALTHY NEGRO 


YOUNG TRAVELER WAS MISTAKEN 
By MARC CRAWFORD 

Early on the morning of February 16, eight plainclothes- 
men led by rebel Army Capt. Enrique Jimenez carried out 
a raid at a second-story apartment on Gervacio St. They 
confiscated one machine gun and three hand grenades; 
arrested 34-year-old Dominican Republic exile named To- 
mas Reyes Cerda, and a tall (6-4), handsome American 
Negro, who looks like a Cuban and speaks fluent Spanish 
like a Mexican. 

He was George McKissick Jones, a resident of Mexico 
City for 13 years and the elder son of Edward Jones, one 
of the two remaining Jones brothers, who were the Chi- 
cago South Side policy kings of the 30s and 40s. (The un- 
derworld cartel reputedly handled $10 million annually.) 

Taken to Camp Libertad Army Post, Jones and Cerda 
were jailed, held 38 days, then released from “investiga- 
tion” without being charged. They had been suspected of 
being espionage agents from dictator Trujillo’s Domini- 
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dictators. Edward Jones (r.) said his son committed no crime. 
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With friend and prison-mate Cerda, Jones studies map of Carib- 
bean area, with emphasis on Dominican Republic. Cerda is leader. 


can Republic. Fact was the pair was anti-Trujillo, had 
arrived in Havana January 28 from Mexico City, planned 
to promote a revolution of their own against the oldest 
dictator in Latin America. Cerda claimed they were ac- 
cused by a rival Dominican anti-Trujilloist group, whose 
leader “wants to be the Fidel Castro of the Dominican 
Republic.”” The arms confiscated when they were arrested 
were part of a cache fellow revolutionaries were gathering. 

Former Mexico City College student (economics) Jones, 
a world traveler (last year he went to Spain, Italy and 
France “just to talk to people’) who sometimes works as 
a salesman for his father’s clothing factory at $100 a 
month, met Cerda in Mexico several years ago, was im- 
pressed with his dedication, offered to fight in his cause. 
“T don’t like dictators wherever they are,” Jones said, 
speaking with a slight accent and Latin passion, “whether 
in Dominican Republic, Haiti or Little Rock.” 
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Planning Haitian revolution, ex- 
Sen. Louis Dejoie and Jones chat. 


The curly-headed 225- 
pounder, who wanted to 
be a Catholic priest a 
few years ago and whose 
good looks now make Cu- 
ban girls turn around in 
the street, said: “I still 
admire Castro. He hates 
racial discrimination. I 
have nocomplaints about 
my arrest. Inarevolution 
you can’t take chances. 
Half of the battle of life, 
if not all, is to have a 
worthwhile cause. In 
1935 Trujillo slew 10,000 
Haitians. My family

Maybe I’m jumping a gun by a few 
months and putting myself on a limb 
likely to be hacked off behind me, but I’ve got an 
early spring hunch which convinces me that 20- 
year-old Vada Pinson of the Cincinnati Reds may 
cop “Rookie of the Year” honors this season. 

A slightly-built, lightning-fast center fielder, 
young Pinson came up from Seattle, the Red’s 
Pacific Coast League farm team, where in ’58 
he hit .343—including eleven home runs and 77 
RBIs. At spring training in Tampa, Pinson has 
been the fireball of tiie “Citrus Circuit,” banging 
out base hits and snatching potential safe hits 
away from the best of the sluggers in the Na- 
tional League. 

To tell the truth, Pinson is not really new in the 
major leagues. Last season he opened the campaign

Mourned in 
many lands, the lovable man with the sensitive soul, who 
wore flamboyant pork pie hats and a Bohemian mane of 
hair, joined the immortals of jazz. 

All his life Young swam against the current, rejected 
convention, thumbed his nose at society and inhabited a 
world of his own making—remote, strange, inaccessible. 
With little formal training but endowed with immense 
talent and a rare flair for doing the unusual, he played 
perhaps the decisive single role in changing the course 
of American jazz, and in so doing left an imperishable 
imprint upon his country’s culture. 

His place in jazz history can be gauged by the results 
of a “musicians’ musicians” poll conducted by jazz critic 
Leonard Feather for his 1956 Encyclopedia Yearbook Of 
Jazz. Of 101 leading U. S. jazz musicians polled 52 named 
him “greatest ever” in the tenor saxophone category. 

Born into a musical family in Woodville, Miss., August, 
1909, Lester arrived at his musical eminence in stages. 





Passing Lester’s bier, blind singer Al Hibbler (1.) sang “In The 
Garden,” trombonist Tyree Gleen played instrumental solo. 
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Lester’s old friend, Billie Holiday, wept at services; tenor sazo- 
phonist Illinois Jacquet was another grief-stricken mourner. 


Lester Was Drummer At 10, Left Dad’s Carnival At 18 


From 10 to 13 he was a drummer. From 14 to 18 he 
played the alto saxophone, and when he was i8 he ran 
away from his father’s carnival group and joined Art 
Bronson’s Bostonians as a baritone sax player. He shifted 
to the tenor while with this band and stayed with that 
instrument until death. His last tenor saxophone, a 
gleaming gold-plated horn, was unceremoniously carted 
off to the nearest police precinct, later to be claimed by 
his widow. 

He was the first important performer to challenge the 
supremacy of the Hawkins style. 
the medium of the Basie band. Billie Holiday dubbed him 
“President of the Tenor Saxophone.” 

He became “President of the Republic of the Tenor 
Saxophone” by virtue of his leadership of the musical 
revolution that swept through the 30’s and culminated in 
what is now the modern jazz movement. 

His ex-boss Count Basie, said: “Prez was one of the 
finest musicians I’ve known, and it will be a long time 
before there will be another one to fill his shoes in his 
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Was Embittered By Brutality In Army Guardhouse 
Lester was uprooted by World War II and maimed 
spiritually and physically by searing brutality experienced 
in an Army guardhouse in Alabama. The Lester Young 
who returned from the war was an altered being—embit- 
tered, withdrawn, cynical. Always a gay, high liver, the 
post-war Lester was moodier, more reliant on such escape 
valves as liquor and other indulgences sometimes associ- 
ated with musicians. Once it got under way his descent 
gathered merciless momentum. Along the way he reaped 
certain commercial rewards. Between 1946 and the end 
he never earned less than $25,000 a year. Peak year in 
terms of earnings was 1946-47 when his income topped 
the $75,000 level. For his last tour, a four-week “gig” in 
the Blue Note Club in Paris he was paid $500 a week. 
From 1946 to 1955, the year he was tricked into present-

He tried to close 
out the reality of life by withdrawal into the awful world 
of the bottle. 

To those few friends able to pierce the barriers of his 
defenses Lester Young was an enigma, a man at war 
both with himself and society. The last 10 years of his 
life were characterized by desperate dissipation which 
took the form of sustained around-the-clock drinking 
which was interpreted by one psychiatrist as a pattern 
of self-destruction. Detached and uninhibited, he with- 
drew gradually into a tiny shell. He regarded humanity 
as one vast, cruel conspiracy against himself. Basically, 
he loved people. “Prez was the sweetest, kindest man who 
ever lived,” says his ex-manager, Charlie Carpenter. 

“Lester had a deep death wish,” observed one jazz 
critic. Another musician who knew him intimately com- 
mented: 

“He wanted to die in the worst way.”

One of the most
